Selectman Andrews also noted work at Center 
School is proceeding, including the abatement of asbestos 
in the building. ''Right now they're abating the 1930s 
wing ... then the 1950s wing," he said. "But it's moving 
ahead very well." 

At 7:30 pm the board met with members of the 
Personnel Board regarding the position of Administrative 
Assistant. 

"We've had (Ms. Adams) draw up some of the 
requirements for the position," Chairman Lambalot said. 
"We want you to go over them and come up with a salary 
range, based upon the requirements we've put into the 
position." 

Chairman Lambalot also noted there's been 
"some confusion" among department heads in going to 
the Personnel Board directly to request that positions be 
reclassified. "They should come to (the Board of Select- 
men) first," he said. "We just wanted to clarify that so 
we're not going through everything twice." 

"The only thing that came before us ... was the 
Children's Librarian (position)," said Personnel Board 
Chairman Bert Theriault. "But they were able to hire 
someone at the union rate." 

At 7:45 pm the board met with members of the 
Recreation Committee and Recreation Director John 
Haley. The committee wanted to give the board an update 
on their plans to renovate and expand Seth Martin Field 
at Old Hammondtown School. They presented some 
plans to the board, along with cost estimates for the 
proposed project. 

The committee expressed their preference to have 
the new field ready for this spring, given the fact that the 
field at Center School has been eliminated and there's 
nothing at ORR High School available, either.

Chairman Lambalot asked how the project would 
be funded. "We're working with the Mattapoisett Youth 
Activities Association (MYAA) and we're hoping to have 
contributions from people who have expressed interest,'' 
Mr. Haley said. "That's why we're here tonight. We're 
going before the School Committee and Conservation 
Commission (ConCom) next. Spring is coming, so we 
need to get a jump on it." 

The Recreation Committee hopes to use some 
$7,500 they have now to level the field and fine-tune it. 

"We certainly need to replace that field we lost at 
Center School," Chairman Lambalot agreed. "You cer- 
tainly have the unanimous support of the board ... I think 
it's a worthwhile project." 

At 8:00 pm the board met with Mitch Suzan and 
members of the MYAA regarding the Recreation 
Committee's request to fund the baseball field. 

"We've been approached by the Recreation 
Committee to help them build a field at Old 
Hammondtown School," Mr. Suzan said. "We wanted to 
make sure it was okay. We have heard people talking 
about soccer fields — not that we have anything against 
soccer, but we didn't want to see soccer played out there 
all the time. Everyone goes to Fairhaven and Marion (for 
soccer now) and we can't compete with that." 

MYAA member Tad Morse asked about the policy 
for fund-raising on town property. Selectman Denham 
said such fund-raising efforts are done all the time — the 
Mattapoisett Lions Club uses Shipyard Park in the

summer, for example — but it's a good idea to let the 
town officials know and request permission beforehand. 

But there was some concern over the fact that the 
MYAA, as a private, non-profit organization, was using 
public property to raise monies for non-public projects: 
one of their long-term goals is to build a private athletic 
facility in the future. Both Selectman Andrews and 
Selectman Denham were under the impression that the 
MYAA was a fund-raising arm of the Recreation Commit- 
tee and that all money raised from selling advertising 
banners at the baseball field would be used to support 
Mattapoisett-based recreation programs. 

"The money from that advertising (at the baseball 
field) should go to support the baseball program (in 
town),'' Selectman Denham said. "What you're looking to 
set up is a private activities center." 

"It would make me feel a lot more comfortable if 
the MYAA sat down with the Recreation Committee to try 
and resolve the advertising issue (at the baseball field)," 
Selectman Andrews said. "As it stands right now, I could 
no longer support the (advertising) banners at Longo 
Field."

Animal Advice 




My cat cries for food and then when I open a new can, she 
sniffs it and walks away. She drives me crazy, what can I 
do? 

Cats that eat canned food develop finicky eating hab- 
its and produce much more tartar on their back teeth 
than cats that eat dry food alone. Make the dry food 
available and try phasing out the canned food over a 
few weeks. 

I'm afraid that my male cat will develop a urinary obstruc- 
tion if I feed him dry food. Are there any dry foods that are 
safe for male cats? 

Generally speaking premium cat foods such as lams 
and Science Diet are excellent dry cat foods that are 
readily devoured by most cats. There are also a num- 
ber of urinary formula cat foods that are sold in gro- 
cery stores that may help prevent urinary obstruc- 
tions.

Directed by Antoine Fuqua. Running time: 118 minutes. 
MPAA rating: R. At AMC Cinema 12 at the North 
Dartmouth Mall and Flagship Cinema 12 in New Bedford. 

Steven Spielberg's Saving Private Ryan has had a terrible, 
lingering effect on war movies. Technological whiz-bang — the 
ability to craft, with digital effects and digital sound, a bone- 
cracking you-are-there aesthetic — has replaced personality; the 
soldiers themselves seem digital (and sometimes are). Tears of the 
Sun (nice-sounding title, having no apparent meaning in the 
movie)is the latest example of war-as-toy-soldiers. Bruce Willis, 
as the stoic, no-nonsense Lt. Waters, sets the tone; he expresses so 
little that the performance could be taken as a parody of dead-cool 
machismo if there were any evidence of wit. The rest of the cast 
follows suit; there isn't even, for God's sake, a wisecracking 
soldier who serves to lighten Waters up a bit. Most funerals have 
more laughs than this film. 

Of course. Tears of the Sun, like its hero, doesn't have time for 
levity. The mission is simple and single-minded: Waters and his 
men are to land in the Nigerian jungle and rescue a volunteer 
doctor (Monica Bellucci) from an area endangered by approaching 
rebel forces. No more, no less. But she doesn't want to go — at 
least not without the people she's helping. Waters' response is a 
firm negative, but when he sees piles of massacred villagers he 
has a change of heart, signalled by Bruce Willis' change of 
expression from blankly grim to grimly blank. The men go back 
into the chaos to get the innocent people out alive, engaging the 
rebel soldiers in the process. 

The action, as constructed by director Antoine Fuqua {Training 
Day), is the usual hash of Cuisinart editing and "moody" 
photography. An early scene in which Waters rises up from the 
river and startles a native is so dimly lit that I guess it achieves its 
objective — to establish that Waters and his guys are so good they 
can see in pitch darkness. (Oh, for a shot of one of the soldiers 
tripping over something.) The battle sequences are mainly a 
matter of sneak attack and retreat — no strategy, just cut and run. 




The rebels are faceless targets, except for the big cheese, who 
strolls into churches wielding a machete. Like Black Hawk Down, 
the movie regales us with the heroics of a (mostly) white American 
platoon picking off anonymous black savages. 

The movie runs nearly two hours yet allows itself no moments 
of R&R in which to get to know the soldiers or the people they're 
protecting. The cast includes at least two firebrands given nothing 
to work with. Monica Bellucci can be a dark, electrifying presence, 
as seen in Brotherhood of the Wolf but you wouldn't know that 
from her noble, perfect-doctor performance here. (Couldn't she, 
like Ben Kingsley in Rules of Engagement, say something like 
"Thank Christ! Get me the hell out of here"?) Eamonn Walker, 
late of HBO's recently concluded prison drama Oz, has the ability 
to play a character who could lead his own platoon with 
unquestionable moral authority, but here he's reduced to the role 
of Waters' right-hand man; he's the black guy who affirms the 
white hero's decency by assuring him he did the right thing. 

Then there's Bruce Willis. Stone-faced and stubble-headed, 
he seems to be out to prove to Vin Diesel — who's been called the 
new Bruce Willis — that the old Willis isn't decommissioned yet. 
I have enjoyed Willis far more in far worse movies than this — 
like, say, 1999's Breakfast of Champions, abotchof Kurt Vonnegut's 
novel that Willis believed in enough to finance most of it out of his 
own pocket. Did the failure of that film scare Willis back to tried- 
and-true mainstream junk? With the money he made from Tears 
of the Sun, will he foot the bill for another lunatic risk? Experimental 
failures can push the medium forward; movies like Tears of the 
Sun are stuck in neutral.

Bets Off Bulger

For the past couple of weeks, people have been weighing 
the pros and cons (mostly cons) of Governor Mitt Romney's 
wholesale and severe budget cuts. Granted, I think there are cru- 
cial areas — especially in terms of local aid to cities and towns — 
which bear some revisiting and serious consideration at the risk 
of eliminating many important and necessary services. 

On the other hand, I think Governor Romney realizes the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts is in serious financial trouble 
and he is at least attempting to affect change by being the proac- 
tive instead of the usual reactive politician. Kudos are in order 
for some suggestions he's made thus far ... whether you think 
they are feasible or not and regardless of whose high-paying job 
will be put on the chopping block as a result. 

The first idea which Governor Romney floated recently was 
to strike a deal with the owners of the very profitable casinos in 
nearby Connecticut (Foxwoods and the Mohegan Sun) to pay 
Massachusetts $75 million a year not to establish a casino within 
the state — a sort of ''pay not to play'' idea which really didn't 
garner much of a response when first proposed. I think the idea 
is worth pursuing, however, especially given that a clear major- 
ity of the license plates you spy on any given night at one of the 
gambling meccas are from Massachusetts. 

Despite numerous attempts to bring casino gambling to the 
Commonwealth — including a recent and ill-timed push by State 
Senator Joan Menard — I think the prevailing sentiment of Mas- 
sachusetts residents is to not have casinos in their backyard. In 
fact, a vocal group of detractors recently went before the Roches- 
ter Board of Selectmen to make that point loud and clear. Ironi- 
cally enough, part of Senator Menard's recent redistricting now 
includes Rochester. Talk about beating the odds. 

Granted, it's unclear whether Foxwoods and the Mohegan 
Sun would prefer to bite at the offer or bite the hand that feeds 
them, but I think Governor Romney' s suggestion serves to both 



appease Massachusetts constituents and bring some much- 
needed revenue to the state in the process. 

The other worthwhile Romney proposal, in my opinion, is 
the elimination of the UMass President's office which governs 
the five-campus system in favor of seven regional systems to work 
more closely with the nine state colleges and 15 community col- 
leges. Of course, Billy Bulger has cried foul from the get-go — 
speaking loudly and often. (Shame he didn't feel the need to speak 
out under oath on the criminal actions of his fugitive brother, 
though.) 

Billy has been whining that ''dismantling" the UMass sys- 
tem is "an attack on public higher education" and would "elimi- 
nate autonomy" for the campuses. Does anyone really buy this 
empty rhetoric? I'm going to give you two clear-cut reasons why 
this so-called "dismantling" of the Boston machine would be a 
good thing for the SouthCoast: UMass Dartmouth and Bristol 
Community College. 

First, UMass Dartmouth is no stranger to running itself. It 
did fine as Southeastern Massachusetts University up until 1991 
and back then it didn't have to beg and plead for the table scraps 
from Billy-Boy, whose whopping $309,000 annual salary appar- 
ently justifies his oversight of a 68-member central office. Sec- 
ond, I think smaller and sometimes forgotten schools like Bristol 
Community College would be able to get a bigger slice of the 
educational pie on a regional level than lingering at the bottom 
of a long list of statewide institutions which is always top-heavy 
with Boston-based schools. 

As of this writing, Bulger hasn't made one sound argument 
why his high-paying position shouldn 't be elminated, a plan which 
Romney estimated could save upwards of $150 million for the 
state. Instead, he keeps claiming it's "personal" between the Gov- 
ernor and himself. Come on, Billy. Anyone with a mobster brother 
should know it's nothing personal ... it's just business.
